"One day o drove ran out of a cellar we were 
huntiu' and Wf* »'t»uldij'l (lud them uiitil 
dog theut out of a sand pilv, where they had 
hi4— «*ventet n of 'em.

A Chicago medical man who ha* made 
quite a study of aoieido, aad who baa oolr 
lected a large and moat interesting nuws of 
atatiatlca and speculation on the subject, say* 
that Chicago teadt kll large American cltiea 
in ratio of.suiddM to inhabitantM. In Chi- 
cago, during 1886, there were 110 cases of 
self murder, or 1 in 6,850 of the population. 
Next to this in this country is New York, 
where 1 in s.ihki sought rest from trouble in 
physical numliilHtlon. In Boston the ratio 
was 1 in K.iKM, in Philadelphia 1 in 12,500, ha 
Baltimore 1 in 1(>,0U0 and in Brooklyn 1 in 
18,000. The large number of suicide* in Chi' 
cago. Dr. DeWolf thinks, and In this ogreei 
with the other medical man quoted, is due to 
tha preponderance of the foraign population 
here, many of whom Had themselves pennl< 
less and friendlaM in a itrauge country. 
HomesickncM it ao doubt responsible for the 
mania which laada aombsn of Imralgraati to 
taka tha fMal ■^lk la lofiigB dtiw, ny* 
Um atodaal «( mMMm, Mt dastraotkm i* 
much more rifa thaa ia Aaierioa. In Berlin,

munlty in this country. While in thia dty 
one in t'>,:i.'><i makes way with himself, to tha 
whole United State* the ratio is but OBO to 
30,000. There can be no doubt that the gam- 
bling and s|ieculative croze so rife in Chicago 
has as much to do with this as the preponder- 
ance of foreign population. 

Americans nre not much piven to suicide. 
The nvei-Jipe Yankee npix-ars to prefer work- 
ing himsell to death or ilying of dyspepsia. 
Only Spain, Uussia and Scotlaml show fewer 
ca-ses of self destruction than the United 
Stut**. Tile iiinnlierof suicides each year per 
1,000 iiiimbilMuta has been c(nnpule.l with 
tolerable aooonMiy, as follows.

August, that dreadful 
hot month, is the leading suicidal month, 
isjth in this country and EurojH>, which may 
be easily accouuUxl for. lu hot weather the 
weak and sick and melancholii- are at the 
lowest ebb, physically aiul spirUuiUly, re- 
freshing sleep is not easily had, and the result 
is on epidemic of self destruction. In Europe 
the .smallest numljer of suicides occurs in De- 
cember, while the minimum is reached in 
AMrtOa in January or February.

The Daily Republican haan't much to 
Bay of late on tbe question of convict la- 
bor, rad yet tbe platforai adopted by the 
Repablioan State convention condeniu 
"tbe Detnocratic party of Kentucky for 
bringing convict labor into competition 
with that of booMt worUagnMO." Our 
contemporary wai WOBt t» rm and rant 
on this question a good deal, but it has 
grown atrftDgely ailent of late, and rarely 
hlata at tbe matter. The dtooorery bai 
been made by the blatant demagogues of 
the Republican party, who were harping 
loudest on the g a ee ti oB, thai the eooTict 
labor plank in their platform was "load- 
ed," and was very liable to hurt some 
one if it was ever "touched off." 

Tbe Republicans are about as consist- 
ent on this question as they are on any 
other. Hon. John W. Feland, one of 
tbe oldeat members of that party in tbe 
State, was the original Inventor of con- 
vict labor in Kentucky. Mr. Feland was 
a member of tbe Legislature in 1880. The 
Demoerata at that Beaeion had introduced 
a bill to estiiblisli a branch penitentiary. 
He opposed such a measure, and intro- 
duced as a lubetitnte a bill to hire the lur- 
yilns convicts, not ejcceeding cu; hundred, to 
work on tlie improvementt of Uu navigable 
itTtam of thit wnmmoeiMi, in rock or 
ttfOnt quarriet, coal mities or iVon ivorku, or 
in the comtruction of railways within the 
State." This was the first proposition 
ever introduced in the LoKialature to 
work convicts in coal mines, <fcc.-"to bring 
convict labor in competition with honest 
workingmen"a8 the Republican platform 
18 i t, and it was introdnued and ur^ed 
hy 11 Repnblio'iii leader. This measure 
W.19 defeateil, and a similar bill intend- 
ing to provide tempirary relief, for the 
overcrowded i)eiiiteiitiary, was passed at 
that session, eleven Republicans votinx 
for it, and only four against it, Mr. Fe- 
land being among those votintr for it. A 
bill to provide for a branch penitentiary 
waa afterwards passed, and this new 
penitentiary will soon be in condition to 
receive the couvicls witliin its walls. 

No wonder the Republicans have drop- 
ped this question. They are tbe origina- 
tors of the system wliicli they condemn 
tbe Democrats for introducing;, tiie dill'er- 
ence being aimply that the Republicans 
wanted to make the system a lasting one, 
while [lie Di'inocTatH adopted it only as 
a temporarv measure.' Nice crowd of 
blatant demagogues theee Republican 
leaders arc, indeed I Oondemn the Dem- 
ocrats, of course "for bringing convict 
labor in competition with that of honeet 
workingmex! The workins<men of Ken- 
tucky will hardly be caught by such 
rilly dap-trap as the Republicans are 
throwing out to them. 

Hon. John Feland, the originator of 
this convict labor system, — the system 
that brought such labor in competition 
with that of honeat workingmen— was 
nominated for attorney General at tbe 
Republican State convention in Louis- 
ville, in May. Last week he declined to 
make tbe race, and it is reasonable to 
infer that he was pulled off tbe track by 
Ilia party. 

The Republicans of Kentucky con- 
demned convict labor in their platform, 
■and then plaoed the originatpr o( tbe 
system upon their ticket OoBSiatency, 
thou art indeed a jewel. 

Tiu Democratic convention to nomi* 
aate a oandidate for State Senator from 
Bracken, Pendleton and Grant ooantlea 
will be held at Falmouth to-day. 

Thim i» good news from Nicholaa 
County. The Demoerata have gone to 
work, and intend rolling up a majority in 
Auguat that wiil lay their jNWt reoords 
in the ihade. Not a aingle a e rat e h er has 
been beard of ao far.
